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PROSPECTS  FOR  THE  NEW  SESSION 

Columbia  Theological  Seminary  will  open  its  one 
hundred  and  thirty-third  session  on  Monday,  September 
19.  1960.  An  orientation  program  designed  for  the 
new  students  will  begin  with  dinner  at  6:00  P.M. 
Monday  and  will  continue  through  Thursday  evening, 
September  22.  The  opening  Chapel  service  on  Tuesday, 
September  20,  at  8:30  A.M.  will  be  conducted  by 
President  J.  McDowell  Richards.  During  the  days  of 
Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  the  students  will 
be  taking  a  series  of  Pre-Theology  tests  and  will  be 
given  insights  into  the  life  of  the  seminary  and  its 
program  by  different  members  of  the  faculty. 

The  official  opening  of  the  session  will  be  held  in 
the  Columbia  Presbyterian  Church  September  22  at 
8:00  P.M.,  at  which  time  the  student  body  and  faculty 
will  hear  an  address  given  by  Dr.  George  A.  Buttrick 
of  Union  Seminary,  New  York.  Classes  will  begin  the 
following  morning  at  8:15  A.M. 

It  appears  that  the  entering  class  for  the  fall  of 
1960  will  be  one  of  the  largest  in  a  number  of  years. 
In  addition  to  the  usual  number  of  young  men  just  out 
of  college  the  class  contains  a  large  number  of  older 
men  who  have  been  successful  in  other  walks  of  life. 
In  this  group  is  a  well-known  newspaper  Editor  and 
manager,  a  high  school  coach,  several  high  school 
teachers,  a  college  professor,  a  psychologist,  an  F.B.I. 
agent,  an  electrical  engineer,  a  radio  announcer  and 
production  manager,  a  Washington,  D.  C.  public  rela- 
tions man.  a  dentist  and  several  business  men.  Also 
in  the  class  will  be  an  exchange  student  from  Germany, 
a  seminary  student  from  Egypt,  and  one  each  from 
Japan  and  Canada.  Also  enrolling  as  new  students  will 
be  several  young  ladies  preparing  for  Christian  Educa- 
tion service  in  local  churches  and  others  for  service 
on  the  mission  field. 

STATUS  OF  THE  CAMPAIGN 

All  friends  of  Columbia  Theological  Seminary  have 
reason  for  gratitude  and  encouragement  as  they  con- 
sider the  results  of  the  Expansion  Program  projected 
by  this  institution  during  the  last  four  years. 

In  our  over-all  campaign  for  $5,000,000  we  can 
now  report  in  excess  of  $3,300,000  in  subscriptions 
and  gifts.  This  leaves  us  with  the  task  of  raising  ap- 
proximately $1,700,000  by  January  26,  1964,  if  we 
are  to  claim  all  of  the  conditional  gift  of  $500,000 
made  by  friends  in  Atlanta.  We  believe  that  this  can 
and  must  be  done. 


The  next  major  step  in  this  effort  is  two-fold: 

First,  churches  that  have  been  unable  to  date,  for 
one  reason  or  another,  to  take  part  in  the  Development 
Program,  can  provide  at  least  half  of  the  remaining 
$1,700,000  by  joining  the  more  than  two-thirds  of  our 
churches  who  have  already  contributed  so  generously 
to  the  campaign. 

Second,  we  must  enlist  the  interest  and  support 
of  individuals  who  can  assist  in  underwriting  the 
$1,700,000  needed  for  the  completion  of  our  present 
effort.  Ministers  and  other  friends  of  the  seminary  arc 
urged  to  take  an  active  part  in  bringing  the  work  and 
needs  of  Columbia  Seminary  to  the  attention  of  men 
and  women  who  are  willing  and  anxious  to  provide 
resources  of  this  kind. 

Our  work  is  a  work  of  faith.  Human  effort  alone 
will  not  accomplish  the  job  which  faces  us  at  Columbia 
Seminary,  even  though  human  effort  is  obviously 
required.  We  know  that  only  God  in  His  divine  wisdom 
can  raise  up  men  and  women  who  can  and  will  accom- 
plish His  purposes.  It  is  with  this  in  mind  that  we 
ask  you  to  join  with  us  in  labor  and  in  prayer  to  the 
end  that  this  task  may  be  completed. 

PROGRESS  IN  THE  EXPANSION  PROGRAM 

As  a  result  of  the  generous  subscriptions  reported 
above,  substantial  progress  has  already  been  made  in 
providing  for  the  needs  of  a  growing  student  body  at 
Columbia  Theological  Seminary. 

A  new  apartment  building,  erected  largely  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Columbia  Friendship  Circle  and  to 
be  known  as  Friendship  Hall,  was  completed  on  July 
1.  Several  of  the  twelve  student  families  who  will  occupy 
this  building  have  already  taken  up  residence  in  the 
comfortable  accomodations  which  it  provides. 

Rapid  progress  is  now  being  made  upon  the  erec- 
tion of  the  Student  Center  and  of  a  new  dormitory, 
Florida  Hall.  The  first  of  these  buildings  will  contain 
the  dining  hall  and  kitchens,  a  private  dining  room 
for  smaller  groups,  a  student  canteen  and  amusement 
center,  student  parlors,  the  bookstore  and  post  office, 
two  conference  rooms,  and  six  offices.  Florida  Hall 
will  contain  attractive  rooms  capable  of  accommodating 
forty-six  married  couples  or  ninety-two  single  students. 
The  contractors  now  estimate  that  these  buildings  can 
be  turned  over  to  the  seminary  by  Christmas,  and  we 
believe  they  should  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  January 
1961. 


As  a  further,  and  even  more  essential  aspect  of  the 
Expansion  Program,  seven  additional  full  time  teachers 
have  been  appointed  to  faculty  positions  during  the 
past  four  years.  Those  who  have  already  been  engaged 
in  their  duties  for  longer  or  shorter  periods  include 
Dr.  Shirley  C.  Guthrie,  Jr.  in  Systematic  Theology, 
Dr.  Paul  T.  Fuhrmann  in  Historical  Theology,  Dr. 
Ludwig  R.  Dewitz  in  Old  Testament,  and  Rev.  Luther 
M.  Mundy  in  New  Testament. 

Rev.  Charles  B.  Cousar,  who  has  just  received  his 
Ph.D.  at  the  University  of  Aberdeen,  Scotland,  will 
enter  upon  his  duties  as  Registrar  and  Assistant  Profes- 
sor of  New  Testament  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  ses- 
sion. Dr.  Dean  G.  McKee,  formerly  President  of  the 
Biblical  Seminary  in  New  York,  has  accepted  the  call 
of  this  institution  to  become  a  professor  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Biblical  Theology,  but  will  spend  a  year  in 
study  abroad  before  beginning  his  work  here  in  Septem- 
ber 1961.  Rev.  Neely  D.  McCarter,  who  is  pursuing 
graduate  work  at  Yale  University,  will  also  enter  upon 
his  duties  as  a  teacher  of  Christian  Education  at 
Columbia  Theological  Seminary  at  the  opening  of  the 
Fall  Session  in   1961.
